SEAFOops LABORATORY DEDICATION CEREMONIES AND OPEN

~he Oregon State University Seafoods Laboratory is a research and develop- 
ment facility operated as an integral part of the Seafoods Section of the 
Department of Food Science and Technology of Oregon State University. Its 
function is to carry out applied and basic research in marine food science and 
technology. The Seafoods Laboratory, through the Agricultural Experiment 


Station, cooperates closely with the fishing industry of Oregon in its develop- 
ment. 


The Seafoods Laboratory facility was established in Astoria in the spring of 
1940, through the cooperative efforts of the community, industry, and the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. During the past twenty-eight years, the Clatsop 
County Commission has provided the site and building that has housed the 
laboratory. 


Since the laboratory was established, it has carried out research activities in 
the areas of improvement of processing methodology, development of new fishery 
products, improvement of fishery product quality, and utilization of fishery by- 
products for human and animal food. 


Recently, funds have been made available through implementation of the Com- 
mercial Fisheries Development Act of 1964 to expand the applied research 
of the laboratory. This Bureau of Commercial Fisheries research program has 
made funds available to the Fish Commission of Oregon for a significant ex- 
pansion of both biological and technological research in Oregon. The recent 
implementation of the Sea Grant College program by the Federal Government 
and the State of Oregon will expand this area of important research for the 


development of Oregon’s ocean resources. 


The new Seafoods Laboratory facility was built through the cooperative effort 
and support of Oregon’s fishing industry and local, state, and federal govern- 
ments. The site for the new laboratory was donated by the City of Astoria to 
the Port of Astoria. With the support and guidance of the Seafoods Laboratory 
Advisory Committee and the Fisheries Committee of the Astoria Chamber of 
Commerce, the Port of Astoria received funds for this new laboratory. The funds 
were derived from a $59,000 grant from the Economic Development Administra- 
tion with the Port of Astoria providing $59,000 in matching funds. The State of 
Oregon through the State Board of Higher Education provided additional funds 
for furnishings. 

The extensive community and industrial interest and support in the development 
of this new facility reflects the general feeling of a bright future for the fishing 


industry.
